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LAKE  GEORGE 


HE  Gateway  of  the  Country,  it 
was  called  by  the  red  Indians, 
in    immemorial    years    of    old, 
and    a    superb    gateway    it    is, 
opening  from  the  valley  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  at  the  north  into 
■    the  valleys  of  the  Mohawk  and 
the    Hudson    at   the   south,   a 
gateway  with  the  green  mountains  and  the  Adiron- 
dacks   flanking  it  for    gate-posts   on   either   side. 
Good  Father  Isaac  Jogues  gave  it  another  name. 
On  the  eve   of    Corpus   Christi   day  he    saw    its 
waters  crimson  with  the  sunset  glories,   and  girt 
about  with  living  green.     There  came  to  his  mmd 
the  legend  of  the  chalice  of  the  Holy  Grail,  which 
was  carved  from  one  great  emerald  and  filled  with 
blood  red  wine,  and  gazing  in  solemn   awe  upon

the  water  before  him  and  its  verdant  shores,  he 
named  it  the  "Lake  of  the  Holy  Sacrament." 
Later  came  gritty  Anglo-Saxon  William  Johnson. 
of  New  York,  with  his  New  England  militia  men. 
and  smote  the  French  and  Indians  in  their  fast- 
nesses by  the  lake.  "  I  have  given  it  the  name  of 
Lake  George,"  he  wrote,  "not  only  in  honor  of 
His  Majesty,  but  to  ascertain  his  undoubted  domin- 
ion here."  The  dominion  of  King  George 
has  long  since  passed  away,  but  Lake 
George  remains,  the  fairest  crystal  jewel 
in  the  mountain  crown  of  the  Empire 
State. 

After  his  victory.  Sir  William  Johnson 
built  a  new  fortress   at  the   southern 
end  of  the  Lake,  and  named  it.  for  a   t  N 
grandson  of  the   King,  Fort  William  "j 
Henry.     This  was  captured   a   few  years 
later  by  an  overwhelming    force    under 
Montcalm,   and    the   garrison,   including 
women  and  children,  to  the  number  of  -- 
fifteen    hundred,    were    butchered    after 
their  surrender.     The  fort  itself  was  wrecked 
and  burned,   leaving  only  the   ruins,    which

to-day  may  be  seen  by  the  curious  visitor.  "It  is 
hard/'  says  George  Frederick  Parsons,  writing  from 
this  very  spot,  "to  realize  that  there  was  a  time 
when  the  man  who  ventured  to  sun  himself  openly 
on  this  point,  as  I  am  doing  to-day.  would  have 
risked  his  life.  Yet  there  are  few  spots  more  pro- 
lific in  memories  of  strife  and  carnage  than  Lake 
George.  There  is,  perhaps,  not  a  mile  of  its  cir- 
cumference which  has  not  been  the  scene  of  some 
battle  or  skirmish.  The  Indians,  the  French,  the 
English,  fought  around  it  for  years.  It  was  as 
beautiful  then  as  now.  The  same  waters,  the  same 
forests,  the  same  hills,  were  exhibited  and  illumi- 
nated by  the  same  varying  splendors  of  day,  twi- 
light and  dawn  ;  but  the  waters  then  bore  the 
canoes  and  bateaux  of  savages,  voyageurs,  soldiers, 
and  the  whispering  trees  served  as  shelter  to  the 
stealthy  combatants  who  slipped  with  vigilant  out- 
look from  trunk  to  trunk,  or  crouched  to  take  aim 
at  some  unsuspecting  foe." 

But  now  peace  reigns  on  the  "Lake  of  the 
Holy  Sacrament,''"  and  where  Johnson  built  and 
Montcalm  destroyed  Fort  William  Henry,  a  great 
home  of  pleasure  and  of  rest  has  been  established.

Six  stories  high,  with  a  frontage  of  three  hundred 
and  thirty-four  feet,  stands  the  great  hotel  that 
perpetuates  the  name  of  the  fort.  From  its  vast 
portico,  twenty-four  feet  in  width,  with  its  long 
line  of  Corinthian  columns,  thirty  feet  in  height, 
%  thousands  of  summer  guests  each  year 
look  out  upon  the  miles  of  sparkling  water, 
the  hundred  isles,  and  the  bordering  ram- 
parts of  the  eternal  hills.  There  is  Black 
Mountain,  towering  2,6G1  feet  in  air, 
and  commanding  from  its  summit  a 
panorama  of  Lakes  George 
and  Champlain,  the 
Green  Mountains,  the 
Adirondacks,  and  the 
silver  highway  of  the  Hudson 
flowing  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea. 
There  are  the  Narrows,  where  the  plum- 
met line  strikes  bottom  at  seventy  fa- 
thoms down.  There  are  Ticonderoga,  and  Crown 
Point,  and  Sabbath  Day  Point,  once  scenes  of  des- 
perate conflict ;  there  the  ruins  of  Fort  George, 
and  the  old  French  cemetery  on  Prospect  Moun- 
tain ;  down  the  lake  are  Tea  Island,  where  Aber-

crombie's  buried  treasures  arc  said  to  lie  ;  Diamond 
Island,  famed  for  its  crystals  ;  Tongue  Mountain, 
and  Shelving  Rock.  There,  too,  are  Harbor  Islands, 
once  the  scene  of  a  massacre  and  cannibal  feast, 
but  now  owned  by  the  Paulist  Fathers  of  New 
York,  the  chiming  of  whose  monastery  bells  have 
replaced  the  savage  war-whoop. 

And  then  if  the  visitor  turns  back  into  the 
Fort  William  Henry  Hotel,  what  does  he  find  ? 
Here  is  a  building  second  to  none  on  the  continent. 
Under  the  central  dome  are  news  and  telegraph 
offices  and  general  bazaar.  At  one  side  is  the  great 
drawing  room  :  at  the  other,  smaller  parlors  and  a 
fine  billiard  hall  ;  and  at  the  back  is  the 
dining  hall  where  nearly  a  thousand  can 
sit  down  together.  In  the  adjoining 
grove  and  grounds  are  tennis  and  croquet 
lawns,  bowling  alleys,  shooting  galler- 
III:  |  ,  ies,  and  facilities  for  all  such  sports. 
'  Boats  and  tackle  are  ready  for  sailing 
and  fishing  parties,  and  sailing  and 
steam  yachts  and  the  lake  steamboats 
tempt  the  voyager  to  long  excursions, 
and  an  extensive  livery  stable  supplies

the  wants  of  those  who  would  explore  the  mountains 
and  valleys  of  the  shore.  The  building  is  provided 
with  elevators,  gas,  electricity,  and  the  purest  of 
mountain  spring  water.  The  cuisine  is  identical 
with  that  of  the  famous  Ponce  de  Leon  at  St. 
Augustine,  Florida,  prepared  by  the  same  Chef, 
served  by  the  same  deft  waiters.  A  superb  or- 
chestra plays  every  afternoon  and  evening.  The 
lake  steamboats  land  at  the  Fort  William  Henry 
Hotel  Dock,  and  at  the  hotel  make  connections 
with  trains  for  the  south  and  west.  No  place  of 
summer  leisure  is  more  embowered  in  the  recesses 
of  Nature's  own  domain,  yet  none  is 
mi nc  accessible  from  the  metro- 
polis, and  from  all  parts  of  the 
land.  At  one  moment  the  guest 
may  stand  in  the  rotunda  read- 
ing from  the  tape  the  news  of  | 
Wall  Street  of  a  few  seconds 
before,  and  a  few  moments 
later  may  be  drifting  in 
his  boat  under  the  shadow 
of  Black  Mountain, 
among  the  fairy  islands, 
or  over  the  fish-haunted  depths   of  the  narrows.
